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As  difficult  as  it  may  be  for  many  to  realize,  a world  exists  farther 
than  the  borders  of  our  town,  our  state,  and  even  our  country.  We 
may  see  this  strange,  foreign  world  on  the  five  o’clock  news,  or 
read  about  it  in  newspapers,  but  seldom  do  we  value  it  as  more 
than  just  a mythical  place  quite  distant  from  the  immediate  spectacles  around 
us.  Several  students  from  Enrico  Fermi  High  School  made  the  attempt  to 
bring  this  remote  world  a little  closer  to  home. 

On  February  4th  and  5th  forty-seven  Fermi  students  participated  in  the 
45th  annual  Model  United  Nations  held  at  the  University  of  Hartford.  This 
Model  United  Nations  was  composed  of  over  five  hundred  students  rep- 
resenting thirty-nine  high  schools. 

This  event  was  the  culmination  of  several  months  of  work  and  research 
undertaken  by  the  Fermi  students.  Back  in  September,  students  embraced  the 
titles  of  representatives  from  Yemen,  Djibouti,  Colombia,  Finland,  and 
Turkmenistan.  Research  about  these  nations  began,  aided  by  a trip  to  the  real 
United  Nations  in  New  York.  Several  students  met  with  Mission  diplomats 
to  gain  further  insight  on  their  respective  countries.  Other  preparations 
included  keeping  up  on  current  events  and  studying  the  United  Nations 
charter. 

At  the  Model  United  Nations  session,  students  debated  four  major  issues: 
Role  of  UN  and  Peace  Enforcement,  Competition  for  Development  Aid, 
Ethnic  Conflicts,  and  Balancing  Environmental  Concerns  and  Economic 
Development.
